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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior arts cited fails to 
disclose or teach "generating an illustration that provides future values of a proposed life 
insurance policy" and "receiving a certification... that confirms" the delivery of "the generated 
illustration", furthermore the certification is "received at the time the commitment of purchase of 
the life insurance is obtained". The prior arts cited teaches generating an illustration and 
receiving a type of confirmation for the delivery of the illustration, but fails to teach that the 
received illustration also commits the purchase of life insurance. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
